STRENGTHEN THE BUSINESS ENABLING 
ENVIRONMENT 


Approach: 


Many countries have made commitments to adopt more business-friendly 
policies. USAID can assist willing countries to implement policy changes that 
will help entrepreneurs, large and small. Sound policies create strong 
incentives for entrepreneurs to expand their businesses and create jobs. 
Key reform areas include property rights, contract enforcement, financial 
market development, and trade policies. 

WORLD BANK DOING BUSINESS REPORT: 

USAID plans to partner with 15 reform-oriented governments to introduce 
streamlined, low-cost, and customer-focused business regulatory reforms based on 
a cost-shared partnership with the World Bank Doing Business project. The project 
intends to benchmark performance on the quality of business regulation in a 
country, provide demand-based technical assistance to countries and municipalities 
interested in reforming business regulations, and hold annual regional conferences 
to recognize reforming countries. Countries will be selected based on demand for 
USAID services and their demonstrated commitment to reform. 

GLOBAL ENTREPRENEURSHIP MONITOR: 

USAID is working towards establishing a partnership with Babson College that will 
utilize the innovative Global Entrepreneurship Monitor (GEM) survey tool to 
measure the levels of entrepreneurship and its underlying factors in five countries. 
The findings in this research can assist policymakers in creating supportive 
environments to encourage economic growth and formulate appropriate policies to 
promote entrepreneurship and small and medium enterprise development.
